HE closing address of Counsel Rayner, in be- 
half of Admiral Schley, before the Court of In-

noble man. The address was not only a masterly 
Bumming up of the evidence in the case, but also 
au eloquent oration, touching all heart not blacken- 
ed by malice, and withering with its lofty scorn the 
envious and malignant cabal that has persistently 
sought to rob Admiral Schley of the glory that is 
bis due. 


The spontaneous exhibition of friendly regard 


for Schley by Admiral Dewey and the other mem- 
bers of the Court at the close of Rayner's address 
was striking evidence of the power of the orator. 
And it clearly indicated the nature of the findings 
which that tribunal will make. 
The triumph of 


Schley and the discomfiture of his detractors are 
well assured. 


What would it matter had Schley in some small 


things technically disregarded orders, or departed 
from the' regulations of the naval service? His 
magnincept conduct and glorious victory at Santia- 
go would wipe out a host of transgressions. 
He 


will ever rank in history with Farragut and Dewey 
as one of the great naval commanders of the age.

RtMio. as the growing metropolis of 


Nevada, should take the lead in the 
matter of tho Slate's Industrial devel- 
opment. The time Is fast approaching 
when Nevada must take advantage of 
the many opportunities in her unde- 
veloped resources. 


From all sides of the State railroad 


lines are approaching. Here in Salt 
Lake the open talk is that the Burling- 
ton Is back of the Clark people. 
The 


Oregon Short Line is miildlng and in- 
dications point to two lines across 
southern Nevada which will open up a 
wonderful mining and agricultural sec- 
tion. From the west at least one other 
trans-State road is contemplated, while 
a little judicious advertising and ener- 
gy would greatly facilitate the exten- 
sion of the Nevada-Californla-Oregon 
road to Portland. 


Recent mining discoveries in Nevada 


have stimulated the greed of capital, 
and Ely, Tonopah and the Wedekind 
mine have given the State more adver- 
tising than she has received in twenty 
years past. The railroads must cross 
Nevada to reach the coast. They will 
come independent of our own efforts 
but our efforts can largely direct the 
attention of capital to our mines and 
tu our agricultural possibilities.

bleak, barren, told, windy plateau, and 
I find the 
people busy organizing 


Boards of Trade. Chambers of Com- 
merce' and calling Industrial Conven- 
tions to take steps to control national 
legislation and suggest wise State leg- 
islation. 
In Ogden, a railroad 
and 


agricultural section, I find that Boards 
of Trade- and Industrial Conventions 
have largely contributed to her wonder- 
ful growth. 
Near Ogden are three 


tomato canning factories and a large 
sugar beet factory. 
All those institu- 


tions add to the wealth and prosperity 
of the country around Ogden. 
Salt 


Lake is widely advertised through her 
Hoards of 
Trn.de and through her 


Chambers of Commerce. 


Were Nevada devoid of natural re- 


sources it might be a matter of folly 
to try and develop her, but no section 
of the Union is richer. She compares 
favorably with her sister States. Splen- 
did colonization schemes and reclama-' 
tion of lands by vast canals have added 
to Utah's wealth and population and 
rig-ht in Nevada the same opportunities 
eagerly await capital. 
The State of 


Utah or Wyoming can offer no such 
opportunity as is found in the valley of 
tin- Hurnboldt. 


Reno should invite the co-operation 


of the State. 
She ought to organize 


a Board of Trade and circulate a call 
for a State Industrial Convention. The 
personal ambitions of a lot of Big I 
Ams in Reno has had more to do with 
her Silurian reputation than anything 
else. 


Creameries, sugar beet factories, wool 


scouring plants, canneries and various 
industrial enterprises could be success- 
fully promoted through a State Board 
of Trade. 
We are soon to be face to 


face with the problem of the State's 
co-operation in national legislation for 
water storage, and the State is in no 
position to take advantage of such leg- 
islation. 
Assemblyman 
Nelson of 


Humholdt county introduced in the last 
session of the legislature as wise a con- 
stitutional amendment as was ever of- 
fered in the legislature of this State, 
and some penny wise statesman in the 
Senate defeated it. Even the Govern- 
ment's special envoy and investigator 
on irrigation warmly recommended its 
passage. 
Reno should promptly or- 


ganize a Board of Trade. It is proper 
that she should take the initial step. 
There are problems of transportation, 
irrigation and taxation that she can 
handle with advantage and seek the 
co-operation of capital and of the great 
railroading. 
She ought not to make it j 


a Reno institution, but invite the State 
to act with her. 


There are many questions of most 


absorbing interest that the people of 
this Stnte should now consider and act 
upon. 
These questions concern not 


alone the presant but future genera- 
tions. 


The tle-wlopnii.-ni of possible coal, 


oil, nitre and various mineral proposi- 
tions with a permanent mineral exhib- 
it at Reno representing the State's In- 
terests, promotion of Irrigation and the 
framing of wise laws for the State, ' 
the introduction of sugar heel factories, j 
tlu- manufacture of wool into finished 
products, the sheep and cattle interests, 
improvement in breeds of cattle, arous- 
ing State interest in the State Fair so 
that it shall be representative of her 
industrial development and not be a 
bunko horse affair. The encouragement 
of railroad building in the State, Ne- 
vada presents a great field. 
A State 


Board of Trade lias a great work ahead 
of It and the people of the East would 
like to know something of our State 
mill it might stimulate an interest in 
the oress of the State to have some- 
thing besides clippings and political 
editorials in their columns. A manu- 


facturing center In Reno, a sugar beet 
center in Lovelock, a mining center in 
eastern Nevada, a stock center in Elko 
and a business co-operation all along 
the line could in a measure be accom- 
plished by a State Board of Trade. 
With the bitter experience of the past 
•he Institution could be, I think, suc- 
•essfully launched.
